California. — Reports to' the State board of health from 31 cities 
and towns having an aggregate population of 915,538, show a total of 
1,351 deaths, including 12i! from zymotic diseases, and 175 from 
phthisis pulmonalis. 

Connecticut- -Bridgeport. — Month of November, 1903. Estimated 
population, 82,128. Total number of deaths, 115, including diphthe- 
ria 2, enteric fever 1, measles 7, and 12 from tuberculosis. 

Illinois — liMee'dle. — Two weeks ended December 12, 1903. Esti- 
mated population, 17,800. Total number of deaths, 11, including 2 
from tuberculosis.

Maryland — Baltimore. — Month of November, 1903. Estimated 
population, 533,000 — white, 151,000; colored, 82,000. Total number 
of deaths, 756 — white, 587; colored, 169 — including diphtheria 19, 
enteric fever 19, measles 2, scarlet fever 6, whooping cough 3, and 
113 from tuberculosis. 
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Michigan. — Reports to the State board of health, Lansing, for the 
week ended December 19, 1903, from 90 observers, indicate that 
inflammation of kidney, pneumonia, inflammation of bowels, measles, 
remittent fever, puerperal fever, and meningitis were more prevalent, 
and enteric fever, scarlet fever, diphtheria, smallpox, intermittent 
fever, dysentery, and whooping cough were less prevalent than in the 
preceding week. 

Meningitis was reported present at 3, whooping cough at 10, 
measles at 26, diphtheria at 46, smallpox at 51, enteric fever at 59, 
scarlet fever at 81, and phthisis pulmonalis at 183 places. 

Grand Rapidn. — Month of October, 1903. Estimated population, 
"95,000. Total number of deaths, 115, including diphtheria 1, enteric 
fever 5, whooping cough 2, and 15 from tuberculosis. 

Month of November, 1903. Estimated population, 95,000. Total 
number of deaths, 86, including diphtheria 3, enteric fever 2, whoop- 
ing cough 1, and 7 from tuberculosis. 

The Monthly Bulletin of Vital Statistics says: 

There were 2,623 deaths reported to the secretary of state for the month of Novem- 
ber, or 1 death less than the number for the preceding month. The death rate was 
12.9 per 1,000 population. By ages, there were 412 deaths of infants under 1 year, 
171 deaths of children aged 1 to 4 years, inclusive, and 789 deaths of elderly persons 
over 65 years of age. Important causes of death were as follows: Pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, 158; other forms of tuberculosis, 27; typhoid fever, 80; diphtheria and croup, 
112; scarlet fever, 14; measles, 7; whooping cough, 28; pneumonia, 206; cancer, 140, 
accidents and violence, 194. 

The number of deaths reported from typhoid fever was less than during October. 
Tuberculosis also showed a decrease, while diphtheria, scarlet fever, and other dis- 
eases of children showed a considerable increase. 

There were no deaths from smallpox during the month. One death from chicken 
pox was reported from Ashland Township, Newaygo County.
